STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Newport, qualified to vote in town 
affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the ‘own Hall of Newport, in 
said Newport, on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects. namely: 

Article 1. ‘To choose three Selectmen, a Town Clerk, and a ‘Town 
Treasurer for the year ensuing. 

Art 2. To choose a Collector of Taxes, and all other necessary 
town officers and agents for the year ensuing. 

Art. 3. ‘To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the support of the schools, for the payment of the town 
debt and defraying the interest thereon, and for other necessary 
charges arising in said town, for the maintenance of the poor, for 
cemeteries, parks and commons, to improve the same, and for the 
maintenance of water works, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 4. ‘To see what sums of money the town will vote raise and 
appropriate for laying out and repairing highways and sidewalks and 
building and repairing bridges, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 5. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer, Board of the 
Selectmen of the town and the report of the Auditors, Agents, Com- 
mittees or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
fifty dollars to defray the expense of Memorial Day and pay the same 
over to the quartermaster of Fred Smyth Post, No. 10, G. A. R., De- 
partment of New Hampshire. 

Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for lighting the streets of Newport village and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 8. ‘To see if the town will vote to extend the water works 
svstem up Winter Street and connect with the main on Summer street 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to appropriate any sum of 
money for hydrant service and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 10. ‘To see what sums of money the town will vote to appro- 
priate for the purpose of constructing and maintaining sewers in New- 
port village and pass any vote relating thereto. 
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Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to require all plumbing in 
connection with public drains and sewers within the limits of New- 
port village to be done in accordance with the rules already adopted 
for plumbing in connection with the separate system of sewerage. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to exempt from taxation for 
a term not exceeding ten years, the machinery, stock in trade and im- 
provements of C. S. Partridge & Co., for the purpose of carrying on 
‘wood working business in Newport. 

Art. 13. ‘To see what action the town will take in regard to pur- 
‘chasing a new Summer Hearse and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to build a sidewalk on Sun- 
apee Street from Cheney Street to Cross Street on the same terms that 
concrete walks have been constructed in the village and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

Art. 15. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

The streets and roads in town were very badly washed from ex- 
cessive rain storms du ring the season and had to be repaired constant- 
ly and in many cases a number of times over. Our estimate of extra 
labor on account of the above rains will approximate $500. “Che snow 
storm of Feb. Ist with some small expense in January cost us $170 17 
outside the village district, and $61 55 in village district—this is in ad- 
dition to the usual] sidewalk work. Last year the road agent paid for tile 
pipe and supplies $159 92, this year they have paid $343 39, an extra 
expense here of $183 47. Estimated extra expense with actual figures 
$915 19. Of the above sum received of the Selectmen $2,419 85 has 
been spent in the village district and $2,390 35 outside. We desire to 
call the attention of the tax payers to the clay slide on the road from 
North Newport to Kelleyville also the more dangerous one on the 
Claremont road. ‘The bank wall on the Kelleyville road is tumbling 
down and the river at high water has been the cause of the slide on 
the Claremont route. The bridges have been carefully looked after and 
new stringers and plank supptied where required. The high bridge be- 
low Stubbs’ on the East Unity road will have to have new stringers the 
coming summer, also the bridge at Guild, near old saw mill. ‘The citi- 
zens will notice that the railing up the Guild hill has been built. new 
the past summer. Many culverts have been relaid and newly 
planked where stone could not be used. 


‘Taking the actual extra expense breaking roads and the estimated 
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extra on account of rain storms last summer, our account would be re- 


duced by $915.19, making a total expense of labor $2,873.75, or a total 
of $3,895.01.

It is with pleasure and gratification that the local Board of Health 
make this announcement, that another year has passed without any 
prevailing epidemic excepting a general run of measles which have 
been very mild in type. During the yeara few sporadic cases of 
scarlet fever, typhoid fever and diphtheria were reported. but as they 
were mostly confined to separate localities and the houses in which 
the diseases were located were immediately subjected to the quaran- 
tine rules and regulations an epidemic was prevented. 

The sanitary conditions of our village is far better than it has 
been during any previous year; as at our regular annual meeting the 
citizens voted to appropriate money for the purpose of building a much 
needed system of sewerage and which system was commenced last 
summer and is to be continued until it is fully completed. With its 
completion and the free drainage from the Richards’ High School 
Building and the addition of our excellent water supply from Gilman 
Pond, this little village of Newport, beautiful and admired by all, 
will be absolutely protected from those outbreaks of ‘epidemics that 
prove so dangerous and disastrous to the human race.

TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF. NEWPORT: 


The Board of Water Commissioners herein present their fourth 
annual report for the year ending Feb. 15th, 1898. 

The previous arrangement of the financial tables is continued ; and 
all extensions of the water-mains, and new service-piping being addi- 
tions to the original system are embraced under construction account. 

In pursuance of a vote of the town ata meeting held Nov. 11. 
1897, the six inch pipe line on Canal street has been laid, requiring 
three hundred and sixty-six feet of pipe, two six inch gates and one 
hydrant, at an expense to the town of three hundred and five dollars 
and fifty cents, ($305 50.) 

A system for fire service was put in at D. Richards & Sons’ Mill 
according to plans furnished by the fire underwriters, using fifty-four 
feet eight inch, one hundred and seventy feet six inch, and two hund- 
red and twenty-four feet four inch pipe, one six, two eight, and three 
four inch check valves, two four way independent gate hydrants, two 
eight, one six, and one four inch gates, and two indicator posts. Four 
lines of four inch pipe were laid into the mill, connecting with their 
sprinkler system and three force pumps. ‘The entire expense amount- 
ing to six hundred dollars and furty-five pete ($600 45), was paid by 
_ the owners of the mill. 

The service laid from the corner of Grove and Cheney streets to G. 
A. Gove’s new house cost one hundred and twenty-seven dollars and 
fifty cents, ($127 50), on which Mr. Gove pays a yearly water rental of 
- twelve dollars and seventy-five cents, ($12 75), being ten per cent. of 
cost of construction. 

A four inch service has been laid from the Canal street main into 
the new shoe shop costing sixty-five dollars and sixty-four cents, 
($65 64) and paid for by the Newport Powerand Building Co. 
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Twenty-one services were laid during the year requiring

Report of School Board. 


‘lO THE INHABITANTS OF NEWPORT ‘TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT: 

We beg to submit herewith our annual report for the tiscal year 
ending July 31, 1897, as required by the Public Statutes. As this re- 
port will not be published until the annual report of the various town 
officers is printed in March, 1898, it seems to us unnecessary and some- 
what out of place to make any extended report of recommendations or 
criticisms beyond the statistical information that we are required to 
furnish. It seems to us that the school report should be published 
separate from the other reports and at this season in order to be of 
very much value. 

In general, we believe that we can report satisfactory progress — 
during the year. Only necessary changes have been made in the corps 
of teachers. Our experience of six years has fully convinced us that 
as few changes should be made as possible. 

We regret to say that we have been unable to get along in the 
outlying divisions with as few changes as we have wished and conse- 
quently the work in these schools has not been in all cases entirely 
satisfactory. Local influences and the salary paid in the outlying di- 
visions naturally make it more difficult to get and retain ‘satisfactory 
teachers. 

The house in North Newport is now been remodelled and enlarged 
so as to provide two school rooms under the direction of the special 
committee chosen at the annnal meeting for the purpose. ‘This com- 
mittee expects to have its work completed in season for the opening of 
the fall term and will in due course make to you a report of their do- 
ings. . 

The special committee in charge of the Richards’ building have 
expended the $25,000 placed at their command by Mr. Richards and 
your board find it necessary to expend considerable money not con- 
templated in the estimates for the year in order to complete and equip 
this building for occupancy at the commencement of the school year. 
A detailed account of these expenditures will be given by the Treasurer 
in his annual report. We shall do no more along this line than seems 
absolutely necessary. 
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In view of the expected occupancy of the Richards’ building in 
Sept. we have thoroughly revised the curriculum for the High School, 
and the 5th, 6th, 7th and 8th grades which are the departments that 
will ocenpy this house. In preparing the course of study for the 
High School we have endeavored to make it a practical course and at 
the same time enable its graduates to at once enter the leading New 
England colleges. As it seems best to have our course of study printed 
and there was no record of graduates of the Newport High School or 
past instructors we have prepared and have now in the printer’s hands 
a catalogue which will be completed and ready for distribution early 
in Sept. Notwithstanding a great deal of time and work has been put 
into the preparation of this catalogue,we presume there will be found 
some errors and omissions especially in the historical matter, how- 
ever, we have done the best we could with the information obtainable. 

‘The board as wellas all others interested in the school are under 
great obligations to the principal of the High School, Mr. F. O.Chellis, 
for the time and effort he has so freely and unstintingly given in the 
preparation of this catalogue. 

In the revision of the curriculum and preparation of the catalogue 
and other work in connection with the expected occupancy of the 
Richards* building in Sept. we have, if possible, more than ever real- 
ized the advantage to be derived from a consolidation and re-grading 
of our primary schools and we earnestly hope and recommend that 
you do not longer delay action in this matter. ‘The annexed tables, A 
and B will give to you much interesting statistical information in con- 
nection with the work of the schools. 

The summary of the ‘T'ruant Officer’s report after the annual enumer- 
ation shows the following:

At the commencement of the Fall term the Truant Officer will 
carefully look after and endeavor to compel the attendance of all who 
are not attending school and who are amenable to the truant law.

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SUPPLEMENTARY : 


The close of another financial year finds us somewhat short of 
funds. This is owing to our being obliged to spend between $400 and 
$500 in completing the Richards Building and grounds so that they 
might be in proper shape to occupy at the commencement of the 
school year in Sept. last rather than any excess of ordinary expendi- 
ture above the estimate. 

Teachers in the village schools are paid to Feb. 16th, 1898 only. 
The building committee chosen at the last annual school meeeting to 
carry out the vote to build a new primary building have unpaid bills 
for services and expenses incurred amounting to some $60 or $70. 
The architects who were engaged by that committee to draft plans for 
the proposed new primary building also have a bill of $112 which un- 
der the circumstances is probably a just claim against the district. 
We have provided for the payment of these items the coming year in 
our estimate of ‘*miscellaneous expenses.”’: 

The play rooms in the basement of the Richards Building should 
be cemented, the whole building lighted (the rough wiring is already 
in), Alumni Hall seated and heated, the room designed for a labratory 
equipped with proper fixtures and appliances, without which the High ° 
School cannot give its pupils the desired instruction in Chemistry and 
Physics to enable them to enter college as contemplated in the new 
curriculum, the library shelves, and the grounds graded and fenced as 
early as possible the coming season. 

To provide for the above mentioned items and about $160 advanc- 
ed by Hon. Dexter Richards to pay for concreting around the building 
and a balance of $140 due the Fuller & Warren Warming & Ventilat- 
ing Co. on account of heating and ventilating contract, which balance 
has not been settled as the system has not yet been officially tested, 
will, we believe, require $2,000, which sum we recommend be raised 
and appropriated for these purposes.

School House Building Committee. 


TO THE RESIDENTS OF THE ‘TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT: 

The committee chosen at the annual school meeting in March, 1896, 
to purchase a site and erect a High School Building, with money given 
to the district for that purpose by the Hon. Dexter Richards, beg 
leave to“report :— 

A very desirable lot on Chase street, about one and one half acres 
in extent, made up of three parcels of land purchased of Mrs. C. B. 
Bartlett, A. S. Chase and G. 8S. Robb respectively, was secured. On 
this a substantial brick school building has been erected sufficient in 
size to accommodate all schools in the village above the Primary 
grades. It is constructed upon the most approved plans with a view 
to secure the best sanitary conditions possible. 

All moneys received have been placed in the hands of the district 
treasurer, and all bills have been paid by him upon approval by the 
building committee. ‘There is one outstanding bill amounting to one 
hundred and forty dollars, ($140 00), on heating and ventilating ac- 
count, aside from which the expenditure has exceeded the receipts— 
by the amount of one dollar, nineteen cents, ($119). Other neces- 
sary work was done by the School Board at the expense of the district 
as shown in the treasurer’s report. 

Alumni Hall was finished off by and at the expense of the New- 
port H. S. Alumni Association. 

The expense of terracing on Chase St., was borne by Mrs. Dexter 

Richards. 

‘The building committee, as such, have not asked nor received any 

compensation for their services.

Building Committee at North Newport. 


At the last annual school meeting the following motion was voted : 
“Moved that the sum of $300 in addition to the sum of $300 already 
raised and appropriated and now in the hands of the town treasurer 
be raised and appropriated for the purpose of providing two school 
rooms for the school at North Newport.” 

A building committee was elected at the same meeting authoriz- 
ed to expend the money as voted. 

Proceeding under these instructions, your committee report as 
follows: 

The old school house at North Newport was a building 22 feet 
wide and 42 feet long, with closets and wood room on the north end. 
After much deliberation it was decided to erect a new building on the 
south end of the old one 20 1-2 feet wide and 54 feet long, which has 
been divided into two school rooms, one 20x28 feet and one 20x25 feet, 
with an addition to each room of 8x11 feet, taken from the old house. 
. "The new addition has been substantially built on a good stone and 
brick foundation and painted, with outside blinds forall the windows. 
The school rooms have been finished with hard pine sheathing, filled 
with hard oil overhead and on the walls as high as the windows; the 
rest of the walls have been plastered and tinted. ‘lhe floors are laid 
with matched hard pine, with paper between the floorings. 

The rooms are ventilated by a tile pipe in the chimney with open- 
ings into each room near the floor; there is also a ventilator at each 
end of the building. Fresh air is supplied from a register under the 
stove in eachroom communicating with the open air outside of the 
building. ‘lo perfect this ventilation the rooms should be provided 
with jacket stoves. The rooms have been well supplied with black- 
boards. 

The grammar school room is now provided with 30 seats and the 
primary with 25. The remaining part of the old building is used for 
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a wood room and aroom for the pupils when the schools are not in 
session. ‘Ihe land needed for this change in the buildings was given 
to the district by Mr. and Mrs. Stephen Farwell. A good and sub- 


stantial fence has been erected by voluntary labor.
